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FOREWORD 


In December, 1919, a College Journal, Volume I, Number 1, was 
prepared and published by the students of C.L.C. It was the first attempt 
of its kind and certainly a very creditable one. That edition had a section 
given over to the Alumni, not yet officially organized, and the hope was 
expressed there that before another such Journal went out an Alumni 
organization would be formed. The Alumni section in that first publication 
and a similar section in this Fortieth Anniversary Yearbook make these 
two publications unique as far as C.L.C. is concerned. 


It is of interest, historically at least, that the hope expressed in the 
first College Journal, that an Alumni organization would be formed before 
the next issue of a College Journal made its appearance, was realized that 
very next spring—1920; but, that it took 30 years for a second edition of a 
College Journal to make its appearance and that in the guise of this 
Fortieth Anniversary Yearbook. 


In connection with yearbooks, it should be mentioned that C.L.C. 
students have, since 1941 I believe, prepared and published yearbooks 
annually, containing information pertaining to students and activities for 
that particular year only. It should also be noted that the Alumni exec- 
utive made an attempt last year to reach out to the graduates by editing a 
5-page bulletin. 


It was while the present Alumni Executive deliberated on the ad- 
visability of sending out a similar bulletin this year, that the idea was born 
that we join with the Current Student Body and the College Administra- 
tion to publish a combined yearbook. The willingness of the other two 
groups to join their efforts with ours placed this Fortieth Anniversary 
Yearbook project within the realm of possibility. 


Why a Fortieth Anniversary Yearbook? 


These pages are designed first of all to mark in some tangible 
way the 40th Anniversary milestone of our Alma Mater, and then... to 
portray a portion of the life of our College—past and present; to offer 
once again an expression of its power in advancing youth; to impart some 
of its spirit and to bring to remembrance its wholesome influence on so 
many lives, 


If these pages, in days to come, can preserve and revive memories 
of experience; if the CAMROSE LUTHERAN COLLEGE spirit in them 
sets forth a LIFE challenge that is worthwhile; if they can provide a little 
incentive for the continuation and strengthening of schools such as ours, 
this Anniversary Yearbook’s purpose is fulfilled. 


5. OLSON: 
Editor-in-Chief, 
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Camrose College A Christian School 


The original purpose of Camrose College 
was to furnish to the youth of Church homes 
the privileges of higher education on an avowed- 
ly Christian basis and within a vigorously Chris- 
tian atmosphere. The Church was the parent 
and sponsor of the College and the Christian 
Faith was “the keystone of its educational arch.” 
This is still our purpose and the goal towards 
which we are striving, though the task has never 
been easy and is becoming increasingly difficult 
with the passing of the years. The private schoo! 
is faced with ever keener competition from state 
supported schools with respect to buildings, 
equipment, budgets and personnel. Neverthe- 
less, Camrose College has been and is a Christian 


School. 


It is Christian for the same reason that the 
Church of which iets. ae pact 4s-Ghristian-ait 
shares the church’s confession of Christ, accepts 
its standards of Christian conduct, and submits 
wholeheartedly to the rules and regulations gov- 
erning the Colleges of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church. 


Furthermore, the College is in some respects 
like a Christian home where teachers and stu- 
dents live together as a large family, sharing 
the word of God daily mornings and evenings 
and at the chapel service. The Word of God, 
prayer, and the glorious hymns of our Church 
do help to make the atmosphere definitely 
Christian. 


But it is especially in the class room that the 
Christian influence of a school is felt. Where 
Christian teachers teach all subjects from the 
Christian point of view, where apparent con- 
flicts between Christian faith and secular knowl- 
edge are helpfully resolved, and where courses 
in the fundamentals of our Christian faith have 
an important place in the timetable, there you 
have a Christian school. 


Church, home and school influences merge 
in molding the lives of the students. But the 
church, whose handmaid the College is, expects 
more from it than a passive influence and a 
Christian atmosphere. Christianity must be- 
come an active force in the lives of the students, 
so that from this school there will come men 
and women able and willing to build Christian 
homes, active Christian churches and schools 
with a Christian outlook. 


While the Christian College is anxious to 
place men and women with Christian influence 
in all honest vocations and professions it is more 
especially concerned with recruiting students 
for those vocations that have most to do with 
the making of public opinion, liberal arts, edu- 
cation and theology. Inherent in the Church’s 
educational work is the purpose of producing 
an educated leadership. 


Because Camrose College is offering curricu- 
la leading to the high school diploma in academ- 
ic and vocational subjects the very calibre of 
this work is indicative of its Christianity. There 
is no place for superficial academic work in the 
church’s program of higher education. It is not 
honest to cover up poor scholarship with the 
robes of piety. Sound scholarship and vital re- 
ligion are complimentary, not exclusive. 


The Christian influence of an institution 
like Camrose College, therefore, depends not 
only upon the so called Christian activities, but 
also upon how well that work is done for which 
credit is granted by the provincial authorities, 
that is to say the instruction in the high school 
subjects. 


As Britain’s wars were reputedly won on the 
fields of Eton, so are slightly lesser victories won 
on the fields of intercollegiate sports, and the 
trophies which our athletes bring home are em- 
blems of true sportsmanship as well as physical 
prowess. 


Now the quality of the work done in the 
classroom and in the gymnasium depends on 
the physical equipment as well as on the ability 
of the teacher. There are shortcomings here 
which can and should be met. Here is where the 
Christian influence of the school can be further 
strengthened. The College constituency must 
assist the College in improving and enlarging its 
physical plant. 


Those who believe in a Christian civiliza- 
tion must be willing to sacrifice to educate 
Christian leaders. 


Is the Christian faith strong enough in this 
country to pay for its own maintenance? That 
is the challenge that comes to all of us who be- 
lieve that Camrose Lutheran College has an im- 
portant part to play in the maintenance of that 


faith.

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A BRIEF HISTORY 
Of The Camrose Lutheran College 


In his report to the annual meeting of the 
Home Mission Committee of the Lutheran 
Church in 1909, superintendent Glasoe said— 
“On my trip to Canada, the committee asked 
me to explore the possibilities of organizing and 
building an academy there. This I have done 
and find the conditions favorable.” 


In the spring of 1910 Professor J. P. Tand- 
berg was sent to Alberta by the Home Mission 
Committee to do the organizational work. 
Camrose was chosen as the site of the school, 
and the town of Camrose offered a beautiful 
and valuable piece of ground to the church at a 
very reasonable price. 


The first official organizational meeting was 
held in Camrose on June 29, 1910. The meeting 
was exclusively for delegates from “Den Foren- 
ede Kirkes” congregations in Alberta. In the 
meantime, there was talk amongst the “Hauges 
Synod” people in Alberta that they too would 
like to build a school. At the meeting (June 29, 
1910) it was agreed to invite the “Hauges” 
people to a joint meeting, because it was felt 
that if two schools were built, neither one 
would live very long. 


So, on August 9 and 10, 1910, a joint meet- 
ing of the delegates from the “Hauges” and 
“Forenede Kirke” congregations was held in 
Camrose and during the course of the meeting 
it was agreed to organize under the name “The 
Alberta Norwegian Lutheran College Associa- 
tion.” The chairman of the first College Board 
of Directors was the Rev. S. L. Klyve. The 
other officers were: Vice-president, Rev. T. T. 
Carlson, Secretary, Mr. P. B. Anderson, Treas- 
urer, Rev. N. O. Sorhus. The first elected Board 
of Directors consisted of Rev. O. J. Satre, Rev. 
H. T. Egedahl, Rev. A. Hjortaas, Rev. M. B. 
Anderson, Mr. P. H. Olufson, Mr. C. Andrea- 
sson, Mr. J. Kringen, Mr. T. Brager and Mr. E. 
Lyseng. 


The foundation of the present building was 
constructed during the spring of 1911, and the 
cornerstone was laid July 1st, 1911. The guest 
speaker, who also performed the ceremony of 
laying the cornerstone, was the Rev. Gustav 
Stearns. The erection of the building proper 
was postponed until the summer of 1912 be- 
cause of the lack of necessary funds. College 
supporters wanted the school to open as soon 


as possible, so in the fall of 1911 they rented 
the Heather-Brae House in downtown Camrose 
for a temporary dormitory. The two Lutheran 
Churches and an old schoolhouse were used for 
classrooms. 


A very important date in the history of 
Camrose Lutheran College was October 2nd, 
1911, for, on this date, the school was officially 
opened. Seventy-one young people found their 
way to the halls of C.L.C. that year. The fac- 
ulty consisted of Principal J. P. Tandberg, Mr. 
M. R. Odegaard, Mr. A. H. Solheim and Mrs. 
Carla Hoyme. 


The construction of the present main build- 
ing was begun in the summer of 1912. It was 
not completed in time for the opening of the 
second school year, but nevertheless, it was put 
into use. The building was completed during 
the school year and dedication services were 
held on June 26, 1913. Professor J. N. Kildahl 
was present for the dedication and he was as- 
sisted by Norwegian Lutheran pastors in Al- 
berta and the Rev. L. Harrisville, who repre- 
sented the Hauges Synod. Cost of the new 
building, including furnishings, plumbing and 
steam heating was a little over twenty-eight 
thousand dollars. The dream of the pioneers 
was in part realized when they saw their new 
building completed and dedicated. 


The total enrolment for the first four years 
of operation was seventy-one, one hundred and 
eight, one hundred and five, and eighty-five, 
respectively. 

In the spring of 1912 there were two gradu- 
ates, one from the complete high school course 
and one from a three year high school program. 
In 1913 there were 12 graduates; 2 from com- 
plete high school, 2 from the three-year high 
school and 8 graduates in commercial. 


The first C.L.C. Faculty has already been 
mentioned, and it might interest some to know 
who were the teachers in the other early years 
of the school’s history.

Briefly what are the College’s plans for the 
future? 

For several years the College has planned to 
erect a large new building that will give ad- 
ditional classroom space as well as facilities for 
shops, home economics, music and physical edu- 
cation, besides dormitory accommodation for 
about sixty students. 

In response to the College’s Memorial Ap- 
peal in 1945 nearly fifty thousand dollars were 
received. This sum has later been increased to 
approximately $75,000. 

In 1947, because of the desperate need of 
more room, the Board of Directors decided to 
erect a temporary structure to be used until 
sufficient money was available to enable the 
Board to build according to the original plans. 

This building has been in use for four years 
and has provided a serviceable gymnasium, two 
classrooms, dormitory space for 36 boys and a 
suite for the Dean. 

While this barrack building has proven very 
useful, it must be remembered that it was in- 
tended to be only a makeshift until a more per-

manent building could be erected. 

Last February the Board of Directors met 
again to consider the possibilities of commenc- 
ing building operations this year. It was appar- 
ent to the Board that an additional $100,000 
would be required to build even a much smaller 
building than the one originally contemplated, 
wherefore it was decided to delay operations 
until the building fund had been substantially 


increased. 


Before the College can get its new building 
it must have at least an additional $100,000. 
While this is a large sum of money at any time, 
it was considerably less today than it was six 
years ago. 

In these days of inflation and high taxes 
there is an economy of giving which is not gen- 
erally understood. There exists a very real busi- 
ness partnership between you and the govern- 
ment. It has a right to a share of your annual 
earnings; at the time of your death it calls for 
its share of your life accumulations. But this 
partnership is not without beneficence, for it 
will share generously with you in some great 
cause towards which you may wish to direct 
your help. 


The government does recognize the impor- 
tance of private philanthropies since they per- 
form a public service which otherwise would be 
added to the obligation of the state. Because of 
this our laws wisely encourage charitable giving 
by granting tax advantages to the benefactor, 
or to his estate. Thus your giving to Camrose 
College becomes both economical and_philan- 
thropic.

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MEDITATION 


“For I say unto you, among those that are born of 
women there is not a greater than John the Baptist.” 
—(Luke 7:24-28) 


Educators are always concerned with the 
success of those whom they have taught. Institu- 
tions of learning look back over the years from 
their beginning and measure their success by the 
greatness which they can detect in the lives and 
accomplishments of their graduates. The stand- 
ards of greatness by which success is measured 
are too often human and selfish evaluations. 
“There is that maketh himself rich, yet hath 
nothing: there is that maketh himself poor, yet 
hath great riches” (Proverbs 13:7). 


True Christian education looks at the lives 
of men through the eyes of Christ. John was 
not a success in the eyes of the world. He had 
no riches, no exalted position among men. 
Clothed in rough clothing, and sitting in 
prison, soon to lose his head at the hands of 
the king, he seemed little successful, even in his 
own eyes. But Christ declares there is none 
greater born of women. The standards of true 
Christian education must needs be the measure- 
ments by which Christ makes such judgment of 
success. What are these measurements? 


The first is his firm, uncompromising con- 
secration. “What went ye out into the wilder- 
ness for to see? A reed shaken with the wind?” 
John stood for something. He did not bend as 
a reed which leans in whichever way the wind 
blows for the moment. John had a truth which 
had possessed his soul, and he had the courage 
and consecration to be true to it. He was not a 
man-pleaser. He did not compromise hi; prin- 
ciples to soothe men whether blind religious 
leaders, king, or common crowd. Diplomacy 
yielded to the demands of truth. Truth deman- 
ded repentance. God is not looking for men 
who pacify the world; the Lord has ever 
looked for men who dared to stand. Paul cries, 
“Stand therefore, having your loins girt about 
with truth.” The first measurement of success 
is that a man is true to his God and the truth, 
regardless of men. 


The second is his unconcern about himself. 
“But what went ye out for to see? A man 
clothed in soft raiment?” John had forgotten his 
own comforts in the greatness of his task. His 
soul was wrapped up in a great accomplishment. 


Love of comfort too often stands in the way for 
great achievement. Concern for one’s own com- 
fort is the difference between a politician and 
the self-forgetting statesman. It is too often the 
difference between a small life and a big one. 
It is the curse of present-day Christianity. There 
are too many afraid to be buried and die as the 
grain of wheat that they may bring forth much 
fruit. The world’s great painters, scientists, mu- 
sicians, and poets have often paid this price for 
achievement. The principle of life is still, “He 
that loveth his life shall lose it, and he that 
hateth his life in this world shall keep it unto 
life eternal.”’ God looks for men who are willing 
to lay down their life. The second measurem:nt 
of success is that God and truth mean more 
than self. 


The third is the greatness of his mission. 
“But what went ye out for to see? A prophet? 
Yea, I say unto you, and much more than a 
prophet”. John spoke for God. He prepared the 
people for the Kingdom of God by turning men 
from sin unto faith and fruit worthy of repent- 
ance. God had given him a great task. No man 
can create a great life out of a small task. Ask 
God to lead you into the greatest task of which 
you are capable. Be willing to undertake the 
most difficult task He may assign you. Be not 
content to take a short-cut to an easy task for 
the sake of quick gain, but plan for a big life 
in a great task. God is always looking for men 
who are willing to bear heavy burdens to ac- 
complish great things for God and their fellow- 
men. The third measurement of success is, How 
big is your task? 


Christian education means that the path 
to true success as set forth by Jesus is open to us 
today. Jesus says, “But he that is least in the 
kingdom of God is greater than he”. In the 
finished redemption of Christ, our possibilities 
are greater than his. The word is hungering for 
men and women with uncompromising conse- 
cration, unselfish devotion, and willingness to 
undertake great and difficult tasks under God, 
who can give leadership to the multitudes. The 
hope of our Christian schools lies in the direc- 
tion of remaining true to these measurements 
of greatness. Then the Lord of the Church will 
bless us.

It is not by mere chance that our Church schools, so 
often accused of restricting individual freedom—as some 
view of the id-1 of f--e'om—are in the vanguard when 
the question of freedom in a wider and more significant 
sense is challenged, for freedom in every area of living 
has always had and must continue to have Christianity 
as its center. It is necessary that our Church schools 
continue to operate so as to keep that all-important 
center where it belongs. To preserve our Christian 
schools, then, is no longer just a matter of interest to 
the sincere Christian, but is of vital concern to everyone. 


People will rise to the occasion when a need, in their 
opinion, is great enough to warrant it. How does one go 
about convincing a person that a need is great enough 
to warrant attention? I’m not sure, but I know that 
unless the rank and Sie of our potential supporters—our 
ALUMNI being perhaps the most important—are con- 
vinced that the need of our school is a need that needs 
to be met, then our C.L.C. has little to be optimistic 
about as far as its future is concerned. 


Just what can an Alumni do? Many of you have no 
doubt pondered over this very question. I wonder if we 
are not seeking too much for strength in a collective 
endeavor through an Alumni organization, forgetting 
that the important thing is that the vitality and the 
striking power of any organization is no better than the 
vitality and aggress'v-ness d'sp’ayed by tie irdividuals 
that make up that organization. The point cf strzss is 
on the individual Alumnus first—when we have passed 
the test individually, then perhaps we can step out to 
really big accomplishments in the name of our A'umni. 


But what can a single Alumnus do? At the risk of 
being too practical, I have gathered, from various sources, 
suggestions which, if put into practice, will help our 
college. 


1. Be convinced that a Christian Education is at least 
as important to our youth as food and rest is. 


2. Pray for our school—place it on your prayer list 
and then keep it there. Pray for specific things *for our 
school. 


3. Speak well of our school. If something unfavorable 
comes our way, let’s not peddle it but rather bring it directly 
to those who are in a position to attempt a remedy. 


4, If at all possible, send our own children to C.L.C. or 
some other Christian school, To neglect sending a son or 
daughter to a Christian school could be poor business—even 
though it does mean a bigger outlay of money. 


5. Plan early for our children’s college eduvation. An 
education policy or a savings account, started when the 
child is real young will guarantee that chance to send him 
or her to college. 


6. Encourage high school students in your locality to 
xo to College—especially those that show promise. 


7. If God has blessed you abundant!y with earthly 
means, and you have no child of your own, ‘adopt’ a boy 
or a girl for the duration of his or her school career. As a 
long term investment, this one wou'd be hard to beat. 


8. Congregations, welfare groups, or groups within the 
church ean provide scholarships for students and thus en- 
able deserving students to get to college. (Camrose Lutheran 
Ladies’ Aid has already made a start in this fie!d). 


9. See to it that your congregation, or some organi-a- 
tion within it, sends in names of prospective students, and, 
having done that, encourage these students to enroll at our 
school. 


10. Visit our school and get to know how it is conducted 
and what it stands for. 


11. See to it that your locality receives regular visits 
from representatives of our school, so that your community 
may be kept informed, 


12. Support our school by giving—both in money and in 
other ways. Set aside a plot of ground the produce of which 
goes to the College. Set aside one day’s salary each year 
(say on your birthday) and give that to your school, ete., 
etc. The most important thing, however, is that our gifts 
come as the result of a deep devotion to the whole cause of 
Christian Education. Herein lies the real potential for our 
school’s future existence and healthy growth. 


13. Bequests—I can think of no better way to leave a 
worthwhile contribution that will do good for many years 
after we are gone than to arrange our affairs in such a way 
that some of our material blessing be left to our school. It 
is rather significant that a very young alumnus in his 20’s 
should have been the first alumnus (to my knowledge) to 
leave C.L.C. a bequest. 


14. Face the fact that our school is in somewhat of a 
physical mess—our boys’ residence is not adequate, our gym 
is not ideal, our main building is not so good to look at any 
more. The fact is we do need to do some rebuilding. 


15. Be thankful to God for our school and let us show 
our thankfulness concretely. 


In closing, I wish to express my sincere thanks to the 
members that responded so well when asked to con- 
tribute material for this Alumni section of our 40th 
Anniversary Yearbook. I also wish to voice appreciation 
for the faithfulness displayed by Bernice Vikse and Izora 
Sevalrud in the preparation of the Alumni D’rectory as 
well as in the many other things they did to make this 
section possible—also to Else Mollerup for preliminary 
work done that helped furnish ideas for this section, and 
to Fabian Hugh for his cover design suggestions.

EFARLY RECOLLECTIONS 


“More than 40 years ago our pioneer fathers 
faced the challenge . ” That beginning of 
your Alumni letter intrigued me greatly. It was 
more than 40 years ago that I attended the 
meeting in Camrose where it was decided that 
the United and Hauge’s Synods would unite in 
building a Christian Academy. I was a young 
girl then and had to go to Camrose to have my 
eyes tested. I recall that long ride from Beth- 
any to Camrose, some 35 miles, in a “democrat” 
buggy drawn by two work horses. I remember 
especially the thrill of seeing the new Canadian 
Northern (now National) Railroad at the Battle 
River crossing. That meant that the trains were 
soon going to run through to Donalda. 


The other passengers in the “democrat’’ 
were some of the pioneer fathers — P. H. Oluf- 


son Sand (father of Jo Sand), Dr. M. J. Stolee of 
Luther Seminary, St. Paul, who was visiting in 
Alberta, and my father, B. J. Stolee. These men 
were part of the assembly which met in the 
United Church in Camrose and decided to erect 
a Christian Academy. 


I confess that I did not enter deeply into 
their deliberations. What intrigued me was 
seeing a real town with sidewalks and streets, 
big stores and trains. The country store had pre- 
viously been our only “outside world.” It was 
there at Camrose that I first saw a car driven 
down the street and I was told that there were 
two in town. 


We who grew up in Alberta in those early

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A feeling akin to homesickness comes over me when I think of the years 
spent at Camrose College. As they are commonly counted, two generations have 
come and gone since them, My earliest connection with the College dates back 
to about Christmas time, 1911, when I came to Camrose as pastor of Moland 
Lutheran Church. If my memory serves me right, I was appointed treasurer of 
the Building Fund the very day I came to town. That was a serious assignment 
at that time, because the College Association was then trying to find the funds 
necessary for putting up the College building. The financing of that first build- 
ing venture, however, is too long a story to enter upon ere 


My responsibilities were increased the following summer, when I became 
President of the College Association and Chairman of the Board. Building 
operations were then gotten under way, and brought so near completion by the 
middle of October that the second school year could be opened in the new 
building on October 21, 1912. Beginning in January, 1912, and continuing

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through the school year 1912-13 I also taught 
a class in Christianity at the College. 


In the summer of 1913 I became President 
of the College, to succeed Rev. J. P. Tandberg, 
who had served the first two years of the Col- 
lege’s existence. Because the building operations 
had largely been carried through with borrowed 
money, it was necessary for the President to 
give a considerable amount of his time to solicit- 
ing funds, with a view to gradually retiring the 
indebtedness. The summer months and several 
weeks of the early fall were given almost entire- 
ly to this work. As memory reaches back into 
those years, reminiscences arising out of exper- 
iences gained in this type of work crowd in 
upon one. Some of them might be entertaining, 
and others in some measure instructive, but 
perhaps they had better be passed by. 


The ultimate solution to the indebtedness 
problem of those days came largely through the 
Jubilee Fund which the United Norwegian 
Lutheran Church gathered for the purpose of 
paying off all the debts preparatory to the amal- 
gamation of the three church bodies in 1917. 
Camrose College profited from this to the ex- 
tent of $15,000, plus some accumulated interest. 
The result was that in the summer of 1917 all in- 
debtedness was paid, and a fair surplus remained 
in the current account. It should also be re- 
corded in this connection that many friends of 
the College throughout Alberta gave very con- 
siderable amounts as prime movers in_ this 
venture of faith, as well as toward retiring the 


debt. It may also be remembered that in those 
pioneer days the dollar had a higher value and 
was harder to come by. 


The most pleasant and refreshing memories 
of those years centre in that Christian fellow- 
ship which we had at the College, and which 
included both teachers and students. There were 
problems of time and of discipline involved in 
establishing a Christian tradition in a new 
school. It was not done in one year. But by th: 
grace of God, and by the co-operation of teach- 
ers and students, there were encouraging re- 
sults. And the evangelical results solved most of 
the problems of discipline. During the fall one 
year we had some disciplinary difficulties with 
certain students. But the Lord blessed us that 
winter with a strong awakening, and the prob- 
lem students were the first to yield themselves 
to Christ for salvation. That, of course, solved 
the disciplinary problems too. 


Since then I have often thought of the sig- 
nificance of having in such a school a loyal and 
consecrated group of positively Christian stu- 
dents, even though they be relatively a small 
proportion of the total student body. I have 
always been thankful for those who were then. 
Their witness contributed much to the building 
of Camrose Lutheran College as a distinctly 
Christian institution.

Only a vision of a world democracy can 
adequately fire the imagination of the freedom- 
loving people of the world to unite for victory. 

We pray that the boys who are fighting our 
battles may return after victory to continue 
with us the struggle for a “new world”. Let us 
keep faith with them.

bigger than his own, he should, and sometimes does, acknowledge his own 


smallness and the greatness of God who made it 
all. But he often fails to see that God still rules 
it all and holds all the billions of worlds, in- 
cluding his own, in the hollow of His hand. 
On an infinitesimal speck in God’s vast cre- 
ation man finds himself, and he realizes the 
paradox that in spite of his smallness he is God’s 
greatest creation. But he is filled with his own 
greatness and fails to see that this greatness is 
entirely due to God’s will and His grace. 


Immanuel Kant was amazed at two things: 
The starry host above and the moral law with- 
in. Man as a race has failed to take cognizance 
of the moral law within, and he has failed to see 
that the moral law leads him to Christ, and he 
has failed to see that only through Christ’s re- 
demption can he fulfill the destiny laid down 
for him by God. 


He has failed to see his responsibility. Christ 
said: Do unto others as you would have them do 
unto you. Man does unto others as he sees fit. 
In answer to Christ’s command: Go ye into all 
the world . . ., man has gone; a few indeed, in 
humility and love, to teach and baptize, but far 
more, in selfishness and greed, to spread vice and 
lawlessness and sin. 


The new vision of his privilege and respon- 
sibility man may gain at the foot of the cross 
meditating upon His love, the sweetest attrac- 
tion, the gentlest compulsion, the greatest 
motive power in God’s creation.

THE CAMROSE LUTHERAN COLLEGE 
is a growing school. As a part of the present 
expansion program a temporary structure was 
erected in 1947, which will be replaced by a 
large modern building as soon as construction 
costs decrease. It still retains, however, a small- 
school atmosphere, and the really good features 
of a small school. It strives to be recognized for 
the superior type of guidance and integrated 
personality attained by its students. It seeks to 
create a wholesome Christian atmosphere which 
encourages desirable character development. 

In its educational program and activities the 
College emphasizes: 


A CHRISTIAN FACULTY of scholarly, 
sympathetic teachers, with special training for 
the subjects they teach. 


SOCIAL CO-OPERATION in all phases of 
College activity, stressing that school is life, not 
merely a preparation for it.

PERSONAL INTEREST in every student 
to encourage physical, mental, spiritual and 
social development. 


SCHOCL PLAN, CAMPUS AND 
BUILDINGS 


The Camrose Lutheran College has a beauti- 
ful site of nearly twenty-three acres at the 
southern limits of the town of Camrose. 
Flowering shrubs beautify the campus. One of 
the finest avenues of trees in the community, 
consisting of six rows of green ash and north- 
west poplars, lead up to the College building. 
From the upper stories of the main building a 
splendid view is obtained of the flourishing 
town. 


The main building has four and a_ half 
stories, including the basement. The ground 
floor contains the dining hall, the kitchen and 
the typewriting room. On the first floor are the 
offices, the reading room, and class rooms. The 
upper floors provide dormitory accomodation 
for girls and preceptress. 


The temporary building which was erected 
in the fall of 1947 is constructed partly of new 
materials and partly of American Army Huts 
from the Alaska Highway. It is exceptionally 
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well insulated and very easy to keep warm. 


It contains a fair-sized gymnasium (57’ x 33’ 
x18’) in the center. On the sides are 12 dorm- 
itory rooms for boys, and two large bathrooms 
which have four showers plus laundry and iron- 
ing facilities. At the north end of the building 
there are two class rooms, and at the south end 
a suite for the dean of boys. 


General Inklormation 


The Camrose Lutheran College, a residen- 
tial high school and business college, offers in- 
struction in the High School Courses prescribed 
by the Department of Education of the.Proy- 
ince of Alberta. 


All the activities of Camrose College are 
organized to further the central theme of the 
school—the stimulation of desirable growth of 
each individual student, physically, intellectual- 
ly, spiritually, and socially. The College believes 
that its residential facilities can promote such 
growth as effectively as any other branch of the 
school. 


The school seeks to create a wholesome at- 
mosphere in its dormitories that will encourage 
desirable character development. The institu- 
tion is not large so it is possible to maintain a 
large-family spirit of friendliness. This attitude 
pervades the school and characterizes the rela- 
tions between staff and students. 


The development of character is from with- 
in and may be compared to the growth of the 
plant. No wise gardner gives himself undue 
concern about the coming of the branches, the 
leaves and the fruit; instead he prepares the so] 
properly, sees that the plant has the proper heat, 
mositure and sunshine-atmosphere and in due 
time the fruit appears. 


The home-like atmosphere of the College is 
attained by the application of two principles. 
The one is the effort to secure the co-operative 
sharing by each individual in the responsibilities 
of the school. The other is the extension of the 
principle of the greatest amount of democratic 
control commensurate with the central theme 
of the school—growth.

Religious Activities 


Camrose College recognizes the Christian 
religion as a basic factor in creating strong 
character qualities and desirable social action. 
Believing that a sound character is fundamental 
to a life of social usefulness in every area of life, 
we seek to make it evident to the students that 
spiritual truths are an integral and fundamental 
part of education. “A good name is rather to be 
chosen than great riches” (Prov. 22:1). We seek 
to make the total impact of our school activities 
such as to create God-fearing character. We 
endeavor to make the atmosphere of the school 
such as to develop in those who live and work 


here together a desire to devote their lives to

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Christ in truth, goodness, and beauty. 


Insights into the meaning and values of the 
Christian faith are communicated not only by 
the teaching of the principles of the Christian 
faith, but are perceived in almost equal measure 
through the intimacies of classroom and com- 
munity relationships. Christianity is both 
taught and caught. The College seeks to be a 
community in which students and teachers are 
comrades in the search for Truth. Such a sense 
of intellectual and spiritual fellowship is con- 
sidered an important factor in drawing faculty 
and students together in creative religious and 
social endeavor. 


The Christian Service Group is an organiz- 
ation which has grown out of the itis life 
of the school. The students carry it on as their 
own enterprise by which to express and develop 
their Christian faith in worship and in service. 
They are encouraged by the faculty and are as- 
sisted by a faculty advisor. The group sponsors 
and assumes responsibility for weekly devotion- 
als, annual consecration services and the bi- 
weekly chapel services. It makes visits to the 
hospital and other sick, and sends out student 
groups to bring testimony of Christ in word and 
song in congregations that invite them. Thus 
this group renders both the Kingdom of God 
and the College a real service. 


All the students are urged and encouraged 
to attend prayer-meetings, Titer League and 
worship services at Camrose Lutheran Church, 
or the church of their own faith. Christian 
fellowship is offered also through the inter- 
mingling of students with those of the Canadian 
Lutheran Bible Institute in worship and com- 
panionships. Thus is fostered a wholesome sense 
of unity with the church as the communion of 
saints. 


The religious counselling of students is built 
upon the normal religious program of the 
school carried on through classroom instruc- 
tions, chapel exercises and voluntary religious 
activities. Opportunities for personal confer- 
ences with students are freely offered and also 
sought by faculty members and pastor, as time 
permits. Prayerfully seeking to understand the 
problems of youth, they deal with individual 
problems in a sympathetic manner. 


The aim in personal Christian counselling is 
to assist every student to attain to a conscious 
whole-hearted commitment to a life of Christ- 
ian service in the faith of his own choice, 
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Spiritual difficulties are a more or less normal 
accompaniment of expanding experience and 
are met as problems and not abnormalities. 
Earnestly, intelligently, and in a spirit of utmost 
friendship and understanding, those who have 
walked with the Lord on the road of life a little 
farther seek to help their younger brethren 
over the rough and slippery places in faith and 


life. 


Spiritual counselling is considered the legiti- 
mate activity of every faculty member, who 
out of his Christian knowledge and experience, 
has something to share with students. Every 
classroom is a place to interpret the truths of 
every art as the work of the fingers of God 
(Ps. 8). Every privilege that is acquired through 
education is interpreted as a responsibility for 
which we are each accountable to God. 


Music 


The College encourages students, who are 
musically inclined, to participate in the musical 
activities of our school. Hymn singing 1s an im- 
portant part of the daily chapel exercises. Com- 
munity singing characterizes many social 
gatherings. Students who are interested in vocal 
music have the opportunity of joining the Col- 
lege Chorus under trained leadership. When- 
ever there are a sufficient number of students 
in attendance who play musical instruments, an 
orchestra is organized. Instruction is available 
in instrumental music. 


PIANO 


Within the town of Camrose are competent 
music teachers who provide opportunities for 
students who are interested in pursuing courses 
of independent study in piano. They may: pre- 
pare for examinations of the Toronto Consérva- 
tory of Music if they wish. Students who desire 
to take piano lessons must make special arrange- 
ments with a piano instructor. The College is 
glad to make these arrangements for piano stu- 
dents with a music teacher.

The College Choir has become one of the 
most popular organizations of the College. It 
has been gradually built up over a period of

The Council is elected by the Students’ 

It controls, with advice from the 
Faculty, all student activities and the expendi- 
ture of Association fees. The Council consists 
of a president, vice-president, secretary-treas- 
urer, president of the Aurora, president of the 
Christian Service Group, editor of the College 
paper, and directors of sports and musical ac- 
tivities. 

Camrose Lutheran College Athletic Association 


The Athletic Association, organized in 1947, 
aims to encourage and promote all kinds of 
sports. The Constitution was duly drawn up 
by the students and endorsed by the Faculty. 
Any current year student is eligible for mem- 
bership. The duties of the Association are to 
assist and co-operate with the Sports Directors, 
and in that way keep sports active. 


The Christian Service Group 


The Christian Service Group is an organiza- 
tion in which the students’ desire for worship 
and fellowship is given opportunity of expres-

This they accomplish in many ways: by visiting 
the hospitals and shut-ins; bringing cheer and 
comfort to the old folks at the Bethamy Sunset 
Home; by visiting neighboring congregations 
and rendering programs; and in general, by liv- 
ing a life which is an invitation to Christ. 


The Aurora 


The Aurora is the College literary society. 
Students take great interest in the bi-weekly 
meetings of this organization and receive most 
valuable training in speaking, debating, singing, 
and performing in public. 


Student Clubs 


The College encourages the formation of 
various kinds of student clubs. Much value can 
be derived from student participation in healthy 
clubs of various kinds. During past years stu- 
dents have organized and taken active interest 
in such clubs as: Camera Club, Dramatic Club, 
Curling Club, Debating Club, etc. 


SCHOLARSHIPS AND AWARDS 


Scholarships in the amount of $30.00 each 
are available to Lutheran students who are 
recommended for such scholarship by their pas- 
tor. These scholarships are deductible from the 
tuition fees, $10.00 for each term. 


The Ladies’ Aid of Camrose Lutheran 
Church has established a scholarship fund from 
which scholarships will be granted to young 
people of the congregation who take Grade X 
at Camrose College. 


It is to be hoped that many other congrega- 
tions will similarly find ways and means to en- 
courage their young people to attend a church 
school. 


Discipline 

The most potent factor determining the 
conduct of students is the atmosphere, or as we 
more often term it, the spirit of the school. 
Discipline is an important factor in the creation 
of atmosphere and cannot be excluded from 
school life. To eliminate discipline in the sup- 
posed interest of free development of the indiv- 
idual would be to deprive growing young 
people of the benefits to be derived from the 
experience of the previous generations. Intelli- 
gent discipline generates self-discipline which is 
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an indispensible condition for freedom. 

It is the policy at Camrose College to let dis- 
cipline, as much as possible, remain in the incon- 
spicuous background of school life. The aim 
is to make discipline as automatic as possible. 

The College admits students with the express 
understanding that they will cheerfully comply 
with the rules and regulations of the school in 

every respect and conduct themselves at all 

times, whether on or off the campus, as becomes 
Christian young people. A student who neglects 
his work, who disobeys the rules which are laid 
down for the government of the school, or 
whose conduct is improper, or whose influence 
is pernicious, is not wanted, and will not be re- 
tained in the institution.
